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the time that Monfieur Bayle hath aA 
fign'd 5 and for the fame reafon which 
prevail'd with him to affign it. His 
father, jfobn Milton^ by profcflion a 
Scrivener, liv'd in a reputable manner 
on a competent eftate, entirely his 
own acquifition ; having been early 
difinhcrited by his ]Parents for re- 
nouncing the communion of the 
Church of Rome^ to which they were 
:5caloufly devoted. By his wife Sara^ 
Cajion he had likewiie one daughter^ 
named Anna\ and another fon, G&r/- 
^i?/i6^r, .whom hPitrjiin'd to the pra* 
<tice of the Common Law; who in 
the Great Rebellion adhered to the 
royal caufef and 4n the reign of 
King James It Jby ,too jjafy a com- 
pliance with the doftruKjs of the 
Court, .hpth religious and civil, he at- 
;ain'd to the (iigpity of boing made 
* Judge of the Common Pleas; of 
which he dy'd deyefted nptlong after 
the Reypjutiori.

But J OHN^ the fubjca of the pre- 
fcnt cffay, was the favorite of hi^ fa:- 
ther's hopes; who,- to cultivate the 
^eat genius which early difplay'd it- 
felf, was at the expenfe of a domeftic 
Tutor: whofe care and capacity his Pu- 
pil hath g];atefully celebrated in an ex- 
cellent Latin Elegy ; the fourth i(i 
the prcfent colle<5lion. At 
his initiation He ts laid to 
have apply'd himfelf to Letters v^rith 
fuch indefatigable induftry, that he 
rarely was prevail'd with to quit his 
ihidies before mid-night: which not 
only made him frequently fubjed to 
fevere pains in his head; but like- 
wife occailon*d that weaknefs in his 
eyes, which terminated in a total pri- 
vation of fight. From a domeftic 
education He was removed to St.P^w/'s 
School, to complete his acquaintance 
with the Claffics under the care of 
Dr. Gill : and after a fhort flay there, 
was tranfplanted to Chrifi\ College in

The firft of them was 
written by Ma/i/b Marquis of Filld^ a 
^great patron of ^affo^ by whoni he 
is celebrated in his * Poem on * the 
Cenqueft of yerufalem. It is highly 
probable that ^o his converfation with 
this nobk Neapolitan we owe the 
firft deiign which Mjlt.on xoo- 
ccivUi rpf writing an Epic Poem : and 
it appears by ibme latin verfes ad* 
drcfs'd to the Marquis with the title 
of ManfuSy that He intended to fix on 
King Arthur for his herpe : but Ar^ 
thur was referv'd to another de- 
ftiny! 
Returning from his travels He 
found England on the 
point of being involv d in 
blood and confufion. It feems wonder-

a fpirit, as his certainly was, fhou'd 
be rcftrain'd from che camp in thoft 
unnatural commotions. I fuppofe we 
may Impute it wholly to the great 
deference He paid to paternal autho- 
rity, that He retir'd to lodgings pro- 
vided for him in the city: which 
being commodious for the reception 
of his fifter's fon^, and fome other 
young Gentlemen, He undertook their 
education : and is faid to have form'd 
them on the fame plan which He af- 
terwards publifh'd, in a ftiort tra- 
ftate infcrib'd to his friend Mr* Hart^ 
lib. 

In this philofophical couric He 
continued without a wife to the year 
1643 ' when He marry 'd 
Mary the Daughter of Ri- ^^ ^^•5 5- > 
chard Powell oi Ffpeft-hill in Oxford- 
jhire: a Gentleman of eflate and repu- 
tation in that county; and of princi-

after (ht had cohabited with him im 
London. Her delertion provok'd him 
l>oth to write ieverai cneati&s out*

^ Divorce; and alio to makb his 
laddf^cdes to a young Lady of great wit 
tind beauty : but before he had enjgjag'd 
her a^^ions to condbde the map- 
xiagc^treaty, in avilit at one of hisre^ 
lations He ftAmSi his Wife proilrate 
i)efore him, imploring fbt^v€»e&, and 
reconciliation.

In his youth He is feid to fe*ve beai? 
extremely handfome : the color of his 
hair was a light-^bf Qvm : the^mmetry

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ef his^ feiitufes cxaift; cnlivcn'd with 
an agreeable air, and a beautiful mixi- 
ture of fair and ruddy : which occa'- 
fion'd the Marquifs of Fi/Ia to give 
his * Epigram the fame Turn of 
Thought, which Gregory Arch-Dca-* 
con of Rome had employed above z' 
thoufand years beforei in praifing the 
amiaWc complexions of 'fome Engiifif^ 
Youths, before their cortverfion to 
Chriftianity, His ftature (f as we find 
it mcaiur'd by himfelf) did not atceed 
the middle-fize j neither too lean, nor 
coq)ulent : his limbs well proportion'd> 
nervous, and adivej ferviceable in all 
refpeds to his exerciling the fwbrd, in 
which He mudi delighted ; and want- 
ed neither skill, nor courage, to refent 
an affront from men of the moft ath- 
letic conilitutions. In his diet He was

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abttcmious; not delicate in the choice 
of his difhes ; and ftrong liquors'of all 
kinds were his averfion. Beiiig too fadly 
convinced how much his health had 
fufFer'd by night-ftudies in his younger 
years, He ufed to go early (feldom later 
than Nine) to reft ; and rofc common- 
ly before Five in the morning. It is 
reported, (and there is a paflage in 
one of his Latin Elegies to coun-- 
tcnance the tradition) that his fancy 
made the happieft flights in the Spring : 
but one of his. Nephews ufed to deli- 
ver it as Milton's own obfcrva- 
tion, that his Invention was in its high- 
eft perfection from September to the 
Vernal iEquinox: however it was, the 
great inequalities to he found in his 
compofures arc inconteftable proofs, 
that in fome feafons He was but one 
of the people. When blindnefs re- 
ftrain'd him from other exercifes. He 
tad a machine to fwing in, for the 

pre- 
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prefervatioii of his health ; and divert- 
ed himfclf in his chamber with play- 
ing on an Organ. His Deportment was 
ered, open, affable; his Converfatioa 
cafy, chearipl, inftrud:ive j his Wit on 
all occaiions at command, facetious, 
grave, or fatirical, as the fubjedt re- 
quir'd. His Judgment, when dif-en- 
gag'd from religious and political fpecu- 
larions, was juft and penetrating; his 
Apprehenfion^ quick ; his , Memory, 
tenacious of what He read ; his Read- 
ing, only not fo extenfive as his Genius, 
for That was univerfal. And having 
treafur*d up fuch immenfe ftores of 
fcience, perhaps the faculties of his 
foul grew more vigorous after He was 
deprived of his fight : and his Imagina- 
tion (naturally fublime, and inlarg'd by 
reading Romances, * of which He was 
much inamour^d in hi^ youth) when
